A SINGULAR ESCAPE.

I My twin brother Tom and myself took to 
tho sea at about the wimo time in 1813, al- 
though wo did not sail in tho same vessel. 
Them is a feeling among sailors that It is not 
well for brothers to sail together. It is a bad 
sign, people say—a sign that one or the other 
will die on the voyage. Of course this is 
mcr« nonsense, but then, aside from all su- 
perstition, wo felt that, should any inlsfort- 
uno happen to either of us whilo together, 
It would bo a dreadful thing to the other; 
and w> we thought It best to keep apart 


I Dining tho next three years each of us 
werjt a number of voyages, and it happened 
that wo woro never onco nt homo together in 
all that time. Whenever I arrived back 
Tom would bo, perhaps, in Cronstadt or 
TriiMo; and whenever Tom was at homo I 
might bo doubling tho Capo of Good Uopo 
or unloading a cargo of flour in Rio Janeiro.

For 
months afterward the dead child, In the 
language of her brothers and sisters w 
"always about." 
They were continually 


"seeing" her in the houso. 


One night, when going to bed, one of the 


children, aged seven, told her aunt that there 
was written on the wall the words, "Mr 
Mnckoy is dead." Mr. Mackay was a banker 
In tho town and well known to tho children 
and next morning it was found that ho had 
died very suddenly about the time that tho 
writing appeared. The great mystery of 
Franklin's fate was at this time agitating the 
country, and soon afterward it occurred to 
tho aunt to get the child to question "Wea- 
sey," who as usual was present, relative to 
tho whereabouts of Sir John and how ho 
could be reached.

at once vanished. Immediately afterward

Ocean Steamships'. 


An order for a now ship of tho class k«^ 


quired to compete in tho modern passenger 
service of the Atlantic U not by any means 
a matter to be determined on without grave 
consideratioa Speed Is costly, and as you 
increase It It is generally necessary to also 
increase the tonnage. This force* upon your 
consideration tides, channels, harbor bars 
and dock accommodations, all of which im- 
pose limitations upon you. And then tho cost 
of the ship herself is not a matter which oven 
the wealthiest of corporations can provide 
for at a moment's notice; It is not $100000 
nor »500,000 that too work calls for, but 
about five times the latter sum, for it is safe 
to say that a vessel superior to the City of 
New York or the Etruria could not bo built 
for less than $2,500,000. 
Sometimes the 


shipbuilders are willing to become port own- 
ers of the projected vessel; sometimes they 
take as Dart mvmanttn* »i 
• 
--...,.•; 


T=a*o. HToe one, which they reflt, re-engine, 
modernize and ,sell again. 


The ability of the builders to make an ar- 


rangement of this kind, of course, influences 
the placing of the contract, in amoasure but 
they must also be able to give certain guar- 
antees. They must enter into an engage- 
ment that tho projected ship shall bo able to 
carry so many passengers and so many tons 
of cargo and to attain a specified speed on a 
given consumption of coal per day. Let us 
say, for Instance, that tho stipulations aro 
these: Accommodations for 000 saloon pas- 
sengers, 150 Intermediate passengers and 
1,500 steerage passengers; registered tonnage, 
0,000; speed, 19 knots on a consumption of 
SOO tons per day. 
If the ship fails to fulfill 


these conditions the builders agree to forfeit a 
part of tho amount they would otherwise re- 
ceive for her, or they may be compelled to 
take her back altogether. 
This was the case 


•with tho City of Rome, which was built for 
the Inman lino by tho Barrow Shipbuilding 
company,—Seribner's.

Cold Storage. 


The business of freezing meats and fish and 


preserving perishable products by various 
systems of freezing and cold storage has come 
to be an important feature of commerce. 
New Tork city now bos eight large establish- 
ments devoted to it, with an aggregate ca- 
pacity of 15,000 tons, besides many private 
'plants" belonging to separate produce 
houses. Some of them use the old process o 
ico and salt, while others use the ammon: 
process. By the former a temperature of 
dags, can bo reached, and with ammonia it _ 
said tho mercury can be sent down to 20 dees, 
below zero. 


The freezing material is sent through plpel 


which line the large rooms in the refrigerator 
store houses and become incrusted with ice 
keeping the atmosphere crisp, dry and a 
cold as may be desired. Poultry is the chief 
commodity thus preserved, and it Is often 
kept frozen fifteen months. One firm stora 
last season 2,100 pairs of prairie chickens, 
15,000 pairs of grass plover, 600 pairs of can 
vasback ducks and 1,300 dozen English snipe 
The system saves great loss and enables deal 
ers to make special profits on meats and fruit* 
out of season. Fruits and nuts are kept in a 
moro moderate temperature just above freez- 
ag. Great quantities of beef and other meats, 
eggs, vegetables, etc., ore kept in these houses 
and if proper care is exercised it is claimed 
that the flavor is improved by long freezing 
—Uood Housekeeping.

The Sugar Tree of India. 


Every part of the tree, in fact, is of use. Tha 


timber, being hard and strong, close and even 
grained, is used for the wheols ot carriages, 
railway sleepers, etc. The flowers when dried 
have somewhat the odor and appearance of 
sultana raisins. They are produced in enor- 
mous quantities in March and April after the 
old leaves have fallen and before the new 
loaves have appeared. The crop rarely fails. 
Tho fleshy flowers fall off and cover the 
ground beneath the trees, and are gathered 
oagerly by the natives every morning during 
the flowering season. 


A single tree yields from 200 to 400 pounds 


we'.ght of flowers. They ore very rich in 
sugar and yield when fermented a large 
quantity ot spirit, as much as six and one- 
sixteenth gallons of proof spirit per hundred 
weight having been obtained from them. 
The spirit is manufactured to a great extent 
In India, and it is said that the government 
receives quite a large amount for duty on the 
spirits distilled. The flowers have from time 
to time been placed before important distil- 
lers in England, but owing to a peculiar fla- 
vor being developed—caused, it is thought, 
by the persistent stamens, which it is difficult 
to remove from the flowers—the spirit dis- 
tilled has never been brought into consump- 
tion in the British market—Chambers' Jour- 
nal

The Nationalist Party. 


Edward Everett Halo has defined tho 


platform of tho now political party 
which w is recently born in New Eng- 
land, lie says in the beginning that tho 
namo "Nationalist" badly expresses tho 
scope of tho party, and should not have 
been adopted. "Friends of Government" 
would h.tvo been a better name, he 
thinks. 


He says that tho Nationalists do not 


believe that tho least government is the 
best. They do not think that govern- 
ment should be let out to contractors or 
independent commissions. They would 
have every city and town go into the 
watcrwoi ks and gaa lighting business on 
its own account. He says cities can at- 
tend to these matters more cheaply than 
to hire private corporations to do it. 


Mr. Hale cites the early days of New 


England, when tho "town" or township 
taught all the children and built all tho 
roads ami bridges. They also vaccinated 
all the people for smallpox. Where trad 
ing and other interests are in the hands 
of private companies, these sometimes 
become so powerful as to defy even the 
government itself. As a case in point, 
"government" ought never to have let 
our telegraph service go into the hands 
of a private corporation. 


In brief, in the judgment of tho Na- 


tionalists, government itself should un 
dcrtake to conduct all tho enterprises 
tint concern tho whole people. Thus they 
believe tho whole people will bo delivered 
from the tyranny and the dishonesty 
from which they Buffer at tho hands of 
private corporations. But aro govern- 
ment officials themselves always wise, 
honest and capable? 


The Hayes administration was the 


first one to inaugurate tho temperance 
rule at the White House, and that was 
owing to the strict teetotal principles of 
Mrs. Hayes. It was not believed that 
the rule could lie enforced, but the quiet, 
gracious firmness of Mrs. Hayes carried 
it through. Even those who laughed at 
her respected her firmness. Not till after 
her death was it generally known that 
she was ono of the founders of tho Sol- 
diers and Sailors' Orphans' homo in 
Ohio, or that she took such active part in 
many good works. The soldiers in her 
husbaud'a command during the war re- 
garded her with little short of venera- 
tion, and she was made an honorary 
member of the Society of the Army of 
West Virginia, As hostess at the White 
House few have been more successful or 
more sincerely liked than she was. Her 
commanding height, dark hair and eyes 
and fresh complexion gave her a hand- 
some, striking presence, while her gen- 
tle, cordial manners won all hearts.

Birmingham has 
almost paralleled the early days of Cali- 
fornia in growth and wealth. Iron is as 
great a magician as gold. The list of 
wage earners hero is 9,000, and a million 
and a half of silver dollars are paid to 
them every month. There is now strong 
talk of a great trust to unite and control 
all tho iron industries at Birmingham. 
It will then become the center of the 
most powerful iron combination in tlio 
world.

Two years' proba- 
tion and training aro required before the 
candidate is received into the full fel- 
lowship of deaconesses. No candidate 
is accepted who is less than 23 years old. 
It is rather taken for granted that one 
entering tho sisterhood will spend her 
li£o in tho appointed %vork, though no 
vows of celibacy aro taken. A homo has 
been established in New York, where 
the women receive tho necessary pre- 
liminary instruction. There are already 
deaconesses' homes in most of the larger 
cities of tlio Union. 


There is a decided tendency towards 


better Sunday observance in public quar- 
ters. Following the example of various 
railroad companies and of Postmaster 
General Wanamaker, the army authori- 
ties havo issued a Sunday order. It is 
said the president himself is back of gen- 
eral order No. GO. It is that hereafter 
the weekly inspection of arms, equip- 
ments, clothing, and barracks and bar- 
rack kitchens, shall be made on Satur- 
day, instead of Sunday, as heretofore.

Tho prico of sugar is going up. It is 


because tho sugar refiners in the Union 
last year made nineteen million dollars 
profit on this staple, and they aro keep- 
ing it up, and more so, this.

Overlook is a spacious shelter house, 
where ice cream and taffy and chewing 
gum aro for sale, and where there are 
handsomely fitted up bath rooms. From 
the Overlook parents and nurses can sur- 
vey the whole thirty acres and watch 
tho movements of tho children. 


At the dedication of the Playstead the 


mayor, the governor of the state, and 
many school dignitaries were present. 
Over 6,000 publio school children were 
there, too, among them a girls' gymnas- 
tic battalion, in a uniform of blue anc 
white and gold. The band played pa- 
triotic airs. 
Fifteen thousand people, 


old and young, witnessed the jolly scene.

Tho Private Soldier's Life, 


In the German army 80 per cent, of 


tlie deaths of the private soldiers ara 
from suicide. Last year, in tbe little 
United States army of 23,000 men, the 
government lost $250,000 through deser- 
tion. In Germany there is no escape by 
desertion. The country is small, the 
frontiers are thoroughly guarded. So the 
Unhappy private kills himself. In Amer- 
ica the unhappy private runs away. 


One cause is assigned for both. It is 


simply that they cannot endure the 
brutal treatment they receive from their 
superior officers. Army discipline at 
best does not foster tlie gentle Christian 
graces. At its worst, according to those 
who profess to know, it is a mild form 
of Siberian exile, Young sprigs of lieu- 
tenants leave West Point with very ex- 
alted notions of their superiority to the 
enlisted man. Youth is ever more bruta 
and violent than mature age, and it is 
the younger under officers who come di 
rectly in contact with the privates. A 
Winchester, Va,, a boy of 19 was tiec 
up by the thumbs by a drunken officer 
The officer went to sleep and left the boy 
out in a thunder storm all night The 


j-outh was an idiot' and'a cripple 'ever 
after. 


Thin tying wp by the thumbs is still in 


rogue in our army 
So is bucking and 


Digging. Cruel and unusual punish- 
ncnta have been lemoved 'ay law from 
our schools. They aro still a part of 
array discipline. Then there are tho me- 
nial services tho private is often obliged 
x> perform for the officer, such as the 
duties of a body servant, which would 
bo gall and wormwood to the soul*of 
every free born man, Tho regiments of 
tho United States army aro never full 
The enlistment constantly going on in 
the cities serves only to balance the de- 
sertions.

Gymnastics for Children. 


Is It strango that a majority of Americans are 


flat chested, or that we do not sleep enough, do 
Dot breathe deeply enough, do not know how to 
eat properly, are tnerect of carriage and poor 
walkers, and that we have a hundred thousand 
physicians constantly busy keeping us in repair, 
and a Niagara of patent medicine making believe 
helpr Tho examiners for admission to West 
Point, for Instance, not only ftnd a majority of the 
applicants unfit physically to pass, but sometimes 
not even a solitary one is BO fitl 


Our schools are developing children's minds; 


what are they doing for their bodies? It there 
one boy In ten in our schools deep chested, erect, 
well knit and strong all overt Or one girl In 
twenty? Are there five boys in an average claw 
of sixty In any of our publio schools who can run 
half a mile, In even three minutes and a half, 
without being badlj blown and looking as If they 
had been overdoing themselves? 


These are some of the conundrums 


spry Mr. William Blaikie asks in Har- 
per's Magazine. His answer to them is 
*-j 
"-*-«*«ry to himself. He 


believes that the American consumu^. 
is declining. It is true he enumerates 
the athletic games and exercises our 
young people are going in for, but he 
does not believe they are going in for 
them half enough. 


i Fifty years ago a large proportion of 
the American people earned their living 
by active labor. Now all that is changed. 
Even the farmer's eon rides upon an ele- 
gant carriage reaper in harvest time and 
does not develop muscle any more. This 
is not an unmixed evil. The back and 
joint stiffening toil of tbe old fashioned 
farmer and laborer may well be dis- 
missed forever with a godspeed. But 
In place of it Mr. Blaikie believes there 
should be introduced into our schools a 
regular system of physical culture which 
shall develop all tbe muscles harmonious- 
ly and perfectly, according to the old 
Greek ideal. Grown people of sedentary 
habits should follow up the same prac- 
tice. The physical training can be at- 
tended to in tbe hours from 4 to 6. 
Teachers themselves should know in 
their own persons how it is possible to 
keep in buoyant, bounding health by at- 
tention to thorough exercise. 
They 


should acquaint themselves with the 
proper methods of training and teach 
them to tho children. 


Urge the thin legged to devote much of their 
two hours to foot work, of which there is sucb a 
pleasant variety, and the narrow chested to arm 
and shoulder work. 


Revisions of the course of study In 


public schools of the large cities show a 
tendency towards important changes.

EDITOR GAZETTE :—My very first welcome 


to the edge of the Atlantic was from a sky 
lark, tbe oaly one I have ever known in this 
region. Its song is varied and bewitching 
anJ wonderfully clear and sweet. I have 
heard 1'atti'a upper notes compared to a aky 
lark's, and certainly no greater compliment 
could be paid to this incomparable diva. 
Who tint has read Mr. lieeeher's description 
of 
the song tUe eky lark sang to him 


in England, will ever forget it ? And then 
the sky lark he thought he heard in Peeks- 
kill. My lark sang to me from a telephone 
wire—yes, we have these modern conveni- 
ences even on the ocean's brink—and the 
roulades and tbe trills and the variations 
were just as sweet and as perfect as if they 
had come from a tree in an English purk ; 
all of which goes to prove that the sweetest 
singer in bird-dom is entirely superior to his 
environment. This, by the way, is what 
Count Tolstoi asserts is true of all superior 
natures. This is what a friend of mine would 
call a "philosophic hickory nut," and my 
readers may orack it at their leisure. 


Nothing has changed since last summer. 


It almost seems as if the very same crickets 
were chirping in tbe grass that chirped then 
and the same devil's darning needles were 
darling hither and yon, and the same June 
bugs went putting out the ligats at night, 
just when we have reached the most inter- 
esting passage in our new book. I cannot 
say anything about the same musquitoes, for 
these pests are so i,.re at this point as lo be 
classed in the category of curiosities. But 
why talk about bugs and the devil's sewing 
materials with the illimitable ocean in front 
of one, and the grand symphony of the 
breakers in one's ears ? 
Tolstoi would 


scarcely call such a tendency an evidence of 
a superior nature. But bugs are bugs, any 
how, and some of them are disagreeable, es- 
pecially great fat spiders and caterpillars— 
but are caterpillars bugs ? I wonder why it 
is that caterpillars make one feel so crawly 
and fuzzy. I should like to ask Tolstoi. 


The gods of Olympus never had a lovlier 


morning than this, and I am bound to con- 
fess that it seems all the lovlier because the 
wind has been, north east for three whole 
days. Yes, even in this Elysium, the wind 
has been mean enough to swine into that 
mean quarter, and stay there. Now, there 
is a tender breeze from the west—just 
enough to gently swing my hammock—and 
the lowering clouds of the past few days 
have turned into bits of fleece, scattered here 
and there. See how naturally this thought 
comes in here. Are we made happier by 
reason of clouds? 
Do the frets and the 


hardships and heartaches of life make it pos- 
sible for us to more keenly appreciate the 
good things that are set before us ? In short, 
is the average human made better by trouble? 
This, my friends, is a philosophic Brazil nut, 
and don't try to orack it with your teeth. 
Whatever ma; be said on this subject, it is 
true that this ia tbe kind of day to bring 
one into pleasant relations with one's self, 
and that is the chief thing after all, because 
out of it grows love to one's neighbor.

It is incorporating into 
the wholesalers' act a provision of Ihe re 
tailers' act."—Philadelphia Times.

"Business with me_?" 
"Yes, sir; I have a King I should likeyoi 


to listen to." 


Turner eyed him from hood to foot, and 


then laughed outright. 


The miserable looking object at tho stovi 


began to grow uneasy, and begged to be 
allnwed to play the air of his song, which he 
then unearthed from his rags and handed to 
tlm music publisher. Turner looked at it on<

"Who wrote thisP 
"I did, Kir," camo from tho rags

Xurner was almost dumb with amazement.

So he determined to cultivate him, 
and In flattery (as ho thought) pressed him to 
ring "just one stanza." Lawdan protested,

bath, and while the unclean was being made 
clean, he bought for him a shirt, a pair of 
shoes, some socks, collars, cuffs and under- 
wear. Then he had him shaved. Then they 
Wed to a clothier's, and having removed thi 
rags, Lawson was quickly clad In fine rai- 
ment. The change was beginning to telL 


Already the tramp seemed to be the guide 


Bind treasurer. Be was a splendid looking 
fellow and had quite a distingue appearance. 
But the hat was still there, and a mirror like 
chimney pot was purchased to complete the 
tnako up. T 
laughed when aU was flu- 


istuxl He was in his working clothes, and 
this unfortunate looked like a duke. The 
good clothes fitted him, and they suited him 
and his appearance much too well to continue 
the assumption that Mr. Lamon was a 
tramp. He was a gentleman all over, and 
he looked it T

"Please bear with me," rejoined his com- 
panion. "Let me tSll you how and why I 
ttmpoMd tho little song. Two yeamago I

But you are tiring of my story. There islittle 
Inoro t<> tell. 


"I could not enduro tho solitary medita- 


tion of my past. I again began to driuk. I 
lost my situation, aud as a last resort I 
thought that perhaps my little Bong was 
worth 11 few shillings, and brought it to Mr. 
Turner." 


At this tlio poor follow burst into tears. 


When ho was himself again they went out, 
and a few minutes afterwards Mr. Turner, 
addressing Lawson, said:

Sho was holding tolerably fair for the mouth 
of the river, and we had made up our minds 
that she would certainly be beached when 
sho suddenly fell off, wabbled about, came up 
into tho wind again, and, after hanging for 
a moment, paid off and turned almost on her 
heel and headed for tho ocean. 


Things must have been at sixes and seven 


aboard, for tbe whole crowd yelled in terror 
We did not know until later on what hoc 
caused this erratic movement 
The crew o 


the slaver, after pursuit hod been given over 
rested on their oars to see the affair out 
When the brig headed up the bight they cu 
across her bows to recapture her, not seeini 
us in her wake. They probably attemptei 
to hook on to her fore chains, but in on' 
event they got In her course and were run 
down and sent to the bottom as surely as 1 
the blacks had planned it. Not a man es 
oaped. 


When the brig headed for tho sea tho 


breeze helped .her along faster, and tho helms 
man got back his nerve and managed to hoi 
her pretty even. Our own craft slipped her 
anchor and made sail as a matter of precau 
tion, but tbe Lion passed her by a quarter of 
a mile and held straight out. Wo had now 
to pursue the foolish crowd, which we did as 
soon ns our boats could be recalled. We 
hoped that the seas now getting up would dis 
able the blacks, but few, if any, of them 
seemed to mind it. Wo could sail five feel 
to her one, and wo ran as close as was pru- 
dent and made every effort to get them to 
understand that we were friends. They an- 
swered us with threat and menace. When 
we fired a gun, hoping to frighten them into 
submission, it seemed to havs just the oppo- 
site effect. 
Sho was held straight out to sea, 


gun—a task, ludeed, never to" be flnishodr. 
Mattings, some of them perfect, woven of 
the rushes which were found on the inner 
floors, boskets of simple designs, but curious- 
ly wrought in colorings, soino with designs 
formed of lines in simple combinations, no 
figures whatever being tnado use of; perfect 
com blades, yet green as when plucked from 
the growing stalk.

Moving. 


There are few things most women dread as 


much at moving, for in most homes it mean 
a week of confusion at the least. Althougl 
it may moan a general improvement in the 
matter of nbode, yet tho demoralization at/ 
tending tho removal takes away the charm 
of betterment until settled. Many women 
will put up with any amount of inconve- 
nience rather than move. The men folks of 
the f am i ly are not, as a rule, fond of this occu 
pntion, tho majority of them believing, with 
Franklin, that "two movincs are as bad as a 
Ore." 


When packing for moving It is best to pack 


the furniture of each room separately, mark 
ing it so it may be kept together and place< 
in tha room allotted it in the now house a 
flrst, and a great deal of confusion will bo 
saved. If the new abode is near it is best to 
carry all pictures (not too large) and any 
fragile iirticles by hand, hanging tho pict- 
ures in their proper places before moving in.

Wo had two or three interpreters aboard, 


tiad it wasn't long before we learned that a 
brig called tho Lion had put in at tho mouth 
of tho Zinga, seventy miles down tlie coast, 
mid was loading a cargo. Tho three men 
had escaped from a Imrracoon tlnce miles 
from tho coast, reached tho water «nd built 
a raft, and, although realizing that there 
was not ono chance in a hundred for thoir 
lives if they drifted out to sea, they took it, 
and had been afloat two days and two nights 
when picked up. Tho brig had not begun to 
load cargo whon they escaped. Indeed, tho 
borracoon hold only about eighty captives, 
whilo she wanted two hundred or over, nnd 
it wc»ald bo four or five days before her com- 
plement was ready.

iVhon morning came iho men were turned up 
and with tho least possible noise, and wo wait- 
3d for tho suu to disperse the fog before pip- 
ng to breakfast. 
In that fog we wero a ghostly ship and a 
;hostly crew, but after half an hour's wait- 
ng the fog began to break up into queer 
shaped tongues and rifts and drift away, and 
all of a sudden it vanished and left us a clear 


ision. A wild yell broke from every en- 
isted man aboard, for there, hardly musket 
hot away, almost stationary on tlie dead 
ido, was the Lion, the brig wo were in 
search of. Sho had loft her moorings with 
he wind and tide, but tho former had failed 
ler, and tho fog coming on had obliged her 
o anchor for the night. Sho had been with- 
n a mile and a half of us all night, nnd had 
ifted her anchor in the early morning to 
rift down with tho last of the tide and be 
endy to make her offing with tho flrst of the 
and breezo.

Wo pulled straght for her, 
but before we got alongside pandemonium 
broke loose. The fellow who lingered behind 
Imd knocked the fastenings off the gratings 
which covered the two hatches in her decks, 
and the blacks swarmed up and over the brig 
like so many hornets. 


Those dusky fellows were submissiveenougb 


when overawed, but as they came on deck to 
find themselves in possession they got rid of 
their light chains, and menaced us from 
every foot of the rail. They could not under- 
stand what had occurred, and all ships and 
all crews were alike to them. They seized 
whatever weapons they could get hold of, 
put themselves under a couple of leaders who 
had probably been chiefs, and dared us to 
board, I pulled back to our craft for instruc- 
tions, aud was ordered to take one of the in- 
terpreters back with me and let him explain 
the situation.

The Dihcovcrlca ItlRd? by a Colorado Kx- 


plorer In Hie Valley of the Mancos 
nivei—Prelilntorlo Skulls of 
Peculiar 


Formation—A Ucmurkaulo Collection. 


From the earliest ages of the past there 


sjieaks today in tho collection of relics found 
within the newly formed county of Montezu- 
ma, lying nbout fifty-five miles southwest of 
Durnngo, in the state of Colorado, a world 
of knowledge, silent though tho objects be, 
of a people who there dwelt, "more," says 
Mr. Gushing, "than lO.OO'Vvears ago." 


THE "CLIFF DWELLERS." 


Tlio borders of this wonderland are found 


by following down the Mancos valley to the 
Mancos river, which for about twenty-five 
miles flows through a veritable city of ruins. 
From the valley through which this river 
flows diverge six canyons, and all along their 
steep and rocky sides for the entire distance, 
and more especially in the amphitheatre 
formed at the terminus of each of them, are 
fouud the curiously formed dwellings which 
are built in the excavations madeiu the walls 
of the caiiyoas. How they were formed 
must ever remain conjectural, save that the 
elements have worn them smooth and with a 
marvelous degro of uniformity. 


"One of these dwellings," said Mr. Me- 


Loyd, "was at the front or perpendicular 
face four stories iu height, gradually sloping 
from topmost point to the rear at an angle of 
about 45 degs. This space was once unques- 
tionably filled with a house constructed of 
Btono masonry, which was provided with 
wooden timbers much in the usual form used 
in modern dwellings. Three stories of the 
crude masonry of this house yet remain." 


In this house much of the priceless treasure 


secured by Mr. McLoyd was found. In the 
rear room, which was terminated by the 
wedge formed of the slanting roof of solid 
stone and tho level floor of the dwelling, and 
sealed complete with nuwonry work, were 
found the perfect skeletons of two infants, 
wound about with a peculiar fabric to which 
the name of "feather cloth" has been given, 
owing to the fact that it is formed of feathers 
wound about separata strands of a peculiar 
twine formed of some vegetable lint, and 
these strings or cords then woven or pleated 
closely together so as to form a perfect piece 
of cloth. 


First a wrapping of this fabric so soft and 


fine that the down alone is felt when exam- 
ined, as flexible as a piece of silk. A coarser 
wrapping is over this, another and another 
still until the final and outer one, which ii 
formed of thin slats of polished wood and 
and held together by a cord in a manner 
much resembling the ordinary Venetian win- 
dow shade. The houses are of all forms and 
sizes, from tho one above described down to 
that of one small room. 


Tbe collection of skulls is very large and 


vary in size and in form, two distinct races 
being evidenced by tho formation of the 
slmlls. Those found in the cliff dwellings in 
almost every instance being in rooms sealed 
up entire with work of masonry, nnd evi- 
dently the "cliff dwellers" had a skull so 
shaped that theoval or rear extended portion 
of the head is totally lacking, the organs of 
"philoprogenitiveness," as the phrenologists 
would term it, being entirely absent, and this 
is cited by some as a reason for the extinction 
of tho race. In other words, the line is per- 
fectly straight—perpendicular. Another class 
of skulls, found only on the river bottoms, are 
Bat on the real and upper portion of the head, 
slanting on a uniform line from the upper 
portion of the forehead to the rear as though 
some uniform pressure had been brought to 
bear upon them. These skulls are low and 
broad, the lateral portions of the head being 
full and correspondingly low, showing much 
of the bulldog quality In structural form. 


Hundreds of bone instruments of almost 


every conceivable form possible into which 
they could be worked are here exhibited, 
most, if not all of them, being edged instru- 
ments. 
A perfect drawing knife, knife 


blades, awls, needles with eyes, in some of 
which tho threads for sewing yet remain, and 
many instruments, the probable use of which 
could not be ascertained from their form. 
Leather goods of various textures from the 
soft and perfectly tanned buckskin to others 
as Sue and pliable as it would be possible to 
produce by any method known today. 


Sandals formed of the skins of animals and 


woven from the fiber of the soap weed, with 
soles so firm and durable 09 to doubtless be a 
perfect protection to the feet in clambering 
over the sharp rocks of that country. Others 
formed of corn husks, in as perfect a state ol 
preservation as if but of a season's growth, 
while many are half finished or but Just be-
